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(57) Abstracl: A collision predicling device or a dummy device or an in- 
spection method Tor the parts or the collision predicting device. In the colli- 
sion predicting device, a dummy doll (10) is Tormcd by putting clothes (12) 
formed of a fabric on a dummy object (II) formed of a member with less 
rcHeclion of radio wave so as lo be similar lo the shape of a human btxJy. 
While swinging ihe clothes ( 12) by a blower ( 14), a collision predicting test 
or inspection is performed by using a millimeter wave radar. By swinging 
the clothes (12), the measured results by the millimeter wave radar similar 
to those on actual personnel can be provided. Also, the clothes (12) may be 
swung by vibrating or moving the dummy doll ( 10) in place of blowing air. 
In addition, the reflected state of a reflector may be changed by incorpo- 
rating the reflector in the dummy object (II). I1ius, the test or inspection 
results similar to those on the pnsdiction of the collision of a vehicle by the 
millimeter wave radar for actual pedestrians can be provided by using the 
dummy dolL 
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
